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EDITORIAL 


Renfrewshire  Natural  History  Society 
- 150  years 


Our  heartiest  congratulations  go  to  the  old-established  and  distinguished 
Renfrewshire  Natural  History  Society,  which  this  year  celebrates  its  150th 
anniversary.  The  Society  was  founded  as  the  Renfrewshire  Naturalists'  Society  by 
the  late  Morris  Young,  F.E.S.,  an  eminent  entomologist  of  his  day,  on  18th 
December  1847,  and  is  the  oldest  natural  history  society  in  the  West  of  Scotland. 
Indeed  the  Renfrewshire  Society  is  one  of  only  four  county  natural  history  societies 
still  in  existence  in  Scotland  which  were  established  before  1850  - Berwickshire 
(1831),  Moray  (1836),  Orkney  (1837),  and  Renfrewshire  (1847),  apart  from  the 
very  first  natural  history  organisation  to  be  established  anywhere  in  the  world,  the 
Royal  Physical  Society  of  Edinburgh  in  1771. 

The  Society  has  a long  and  splendid  history  of  significant  natural  history 
investigation  and  publication,  and  particularly  over  the  past  thirty-odd  years  has 
gone  from  strength  to  strength.  In  the  early  1960s  the  Society  established  the 
Morris  Young  Memorial  Lecture  in  memory  of  its  founder,  to  be  given  by 
invitation  every  few  years  on  some  subject  of  considerable  natural  history 
importance.  As  is  well  known,  in  the  mid-1960s  the  Society  established  the 
Renfrewshire  Biological  Records  Centre,  the  very  first  biological  records  centre  to 
be  established  in  Scotland,  which  in  1970  resulted  in  the  Atlas  of  Renfrewshire 
Vertebrates , as  far  as  is  known  the  first  complete  10-kilometre  square  Vertebrate 
Atlas  of  an  entire  county  ever  to  be  published  in  Great  Britain,  thus  making  the 
Society  a pioneer  in  all  serious  biological  recording.  A second  edition  of  this 
pioneer  Renfrewshire  Atlas  was  published  in  1983. 

To  the  eternal  gratitude  of  all  dedicated  Scottish  naturalists,  in  1972  the 
Renfrewshire  Society,  to  mark  the  occasion  of  its  125th  anniversary,  shouldered 
the  responsibility  of  restarting  our  national  journal,  the  Scottish  Naturalist  (see 
Editorials,  1981:  3;  1982:  3;  1983:  3-5),  which  once  again  has  a sound  and 
independent  existence,  having  now  completed  109  years  of  publication  since  its 
commencement  in  1871.  The  Society  itself  regularly  contributes  to  national 
enquiries,  and  over  the  years  the  Society's  members  have  produced  a steady  flow 
of  significant  notes  and  papers  on  many  aspects  of  Scottish  natural  science, 
particularly  in  the  West  of  Scotland. 
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For  its  150th  anniversary  we  understand  that  the  Renfrewshire  Society  plans  no 
ostentatious  celebration,  but  in  its  quietly  efficient  way  has  instead  taken  a decision 
to  produce  a comprehensive  volume  on  the  natural  history  of  the  county  of 
Renfrewshire,  no  doubt  an  updated  and  expanded  version  of  the  collected  volume 
of  county  natural  history  lists  which  the  Society  published  some  eighty  years  ago. 
Hopefully  this  new  volume  will  be  published  for  the  new  millennium,  and  we  wish 
the  project  every  success.

Introduction 

In  1939  Percy  H.  Grimshaw  produced  a classified  Index  of  all  entomological 
contributions  to  our  national  journal  of  natural  history,  the  Scottish  Naturalist, 
covering  the  near-seventy  years  since  its  establishment  in  1871.  Percy  Grimshaw 
was  Keeper  of  the  Natural  History  Department  at  the  Royal  Scottish  Museum, 
Editor  of  the  Scottish  Naturalist , and  a distinguished  entomologist  of  his  day,  so 
was  the  ideal  man  to  undertake  the  task  of  producing  the  Index,  which  he 
completed  in  exemplary  fashion. 

Grimshaw's  Index  was  an  important  one.  In  the  middle  of  the  19th  century, 
entomology  in  Scotland  was  in  its  infancy,  was  rapidly  expanding  in  many 
directions,  and  the  pages  of  the  Scottish  Naturalist  were  filled  with  contributions, 
many  of  which  were  of  a genuine  pioneer  nature.  The  time  was  long  overdue  for 
all  this  information  to  be  critically  examined,  properly  classified,  and  presented  in 
an  orderly  way. 

The  Index  also  marked  a milestone  in  the  history  of  our  national  journal,  since  it 
was  the  last  publication  to  appear  before  the  Scottish  Naturalist  closed  down  at  the 
end  of  1939  for  the  duration  of  the  war.  This  was  to  be  the  first  real  break  in 
publication  since  the  journal  commenced  in  1871,  and  a reproduction  of  the 
combined  notice  announcing  the  temporary  cessation  of  the  Scottish  Naturalist , 
and  the  reissue  of  Grimshaw's  Index  in  a separate  form,  appears  as  Figure  1 on 
page  102.  The  Index  has  remained  a useful  tool  for  Scottish  entomologists  ever 
since,  and  indeed  the  entire  print-run  of  the  separately  reprinted  Index  had 
completely  sold  out  within  a year.  Figure  2 shows  the  title-page  of  the  separate 
publication. 

Nearly  sixty  years  have  now  passed  since  the  original  Index  was  issued,  and  the 
time  for  updating  the  entries  has  arrived.  I have  used  the  same  style  of  title  to 
indicate  continuity  with  Grimshaw's  Index,  but  that  is  as  far  as  the  comparison 
goes.  P.H.  Grimshaw  produced  a classic  precise  Index  containing  over  1,250  items

under  200  items.  Nevertheless  it  does  bring  the  bibliography  up  to  date,  and 
includes  all  contributions  with  a significant  amount  of  entomological  content,  even 
although  this  may  not  be  apparent  from  the  titles. 


Arrangement 

In  this  present  index  there  are  some  differences  from  the  lay-out  adopted  by 
Grimshaw. 

- All  items  are  listed  chronologically,  in  the  order  in  which  they  appeared  in  the 
journal  from  1939  to  date,  and  are  numbered,  from  1 to  173,  for  subsequent 
reference. 

- Geographical  arrangement  of  the  references  is  under  the  traditional  Scottish 
faunal  areas,  not  the  vice-county  system  used  by  Grimshaw,  with  the  more  modern 
additions  of  separate  listings  for  St.  Kilda,  Fair  Isle,  and  the  Outliers  (Rockall, 
Flannan  Isles,  Sula  Sgeir  and  North  Rona). 

- Various  changes  in  entomological  classification  have  taken  place  over  the  years, 
and  the  orders  and  sequence  used  in  this  index  are  those  given  by  Sir  Vincent  B. 
Wigglesworth  in  the  15th  edition  (1991)  of  the  Encyclopaedia  Britannica,  which  is 
considered  to  be  "acceptable  to  most  entomologists". 

- Spiders  and  Harvestmen  were  omitted  from  Grimshaw's  precisely  defined 
entomological  Index,  but  it  has  been  suggested  to  me  that  these  should  now  be 
included  in  the  present  index.  Recent  years  of  the  Scottish  Naturalist  have 
certainly  included  some  important  contributions  about  spiders  and  harvestmen,  and 
these  orders  have  also  been  included  in  some  other  recent  'entomological' 
bibliographies,  so  after  some  discussion  it  has  been  decided  to  include  them. 


Journal  Nomenclature 

The  Scottish  Naturalist  ceased  publication  at  the  end  of  1939,  with  the  onset  of 
war,  restarted  in  1948  and  continued  until  1957.  After  a gap  of  three  years  it  again 
restarted  in  1961,  but  had  to  cease  publication  in  1964,  again  because  of  financial 
problems.  It  was  re-established  in  1972,  published  from  1972  to  1982  under  the 
name  of  the  Western  Naturalist,  and  had  the  name  of  Scottish  Naturalist  restored 
in  1983.

Volume  numbers  were  allocated  from  1948  to  1957,  1961  to  1964,  1972  to 
1982,  and  again,  after  the  journal  had  completed  one  hundred  years  of  publication, 
from  1988  onwards.  The  volume  numbers,  however,  can  be  confusing,  and  all 
items  appearing  in  this  bibliography  are  referred  to  entirely  by  year  of  publication, 
which  is  completely  unambiguous  and  is  therefore  a method  perfectly  acceptable 
to,  and  indeed  recommended  by,  the  Editors  of  the  journal.
